ness, lie has his faults, but at 
least he knows about them, and his 
remorse over a quarrel with an 
apparent friend and his fumbtlng 
attempts at conciliation make him 
human and appealing.

EDITOR'S CHAIR 

"What are we at unlveraity fort'* Thl& sucely Ib a 
valid auestloiu It is. important as welT for one major reasoa: 
to succeed at something,, somethinr like: university* one: must 
undenitasid tbfe why of it. It iis not enouffb td sar that uni- 
versity in a place to 'Leara' a profession* It may be, and it 
is,, but that is not its prime f uuction^K Nor is^ It sufficient tO' 
state that we come to be 'educated', unless we thouroughly 
understand what tliat word means.. The fiource Latin^ *te 
ducere'^ means 'to lead out of^ To lead out of whatt Ignor^ 
ance. And Ignorance Itself is a big word; its meaning to most 
people ia tliat of not knowing; but im fact^ Its^ meaiifaiir ia that 
of not being aware*. So education ia the process whereby 
we become aware. Aware of what? 

Ther& la a commercial Jingle tftat runs: ^^ome alivel 
Yoa're tn: tlte Pepsi generation I" This, ir what awareness 
means,, being' alive; Most of ua, in* spite of our ^ieducatijan'' 
are walkingrdead* We are unaware;. We have not been 
led out of the pit ofi Ignorance. Nbr doe& anyone ia sight 
intend to help^ us: How can they^ when, they are right in 
there with: us ? 

Any university which haa dedicated itself to the train*- 
ing of men and women to be professional peoplie has no right 
to the term ^Educational Institution^; unless it endeavors to^ 
produce graduates who are educated as well as professional* 

This is one aspect of the story appearing on tlie front 
page of tfiis edition dealing with tlie University of British 
Columbia student who has entered his name for consideration 
as Chancellor of that university. The men and women who 
are in pusiUons of powcri. autlvority, and respect ixi Canadian 
and United States universities are, almost without exception, 
so far removed from the needs, desires, and point of view 
of the students and instructors whom they affect with their 
decisions, that any claim on their part to be running the 
university system with any pretense of fitness must be dis* 
missed oub-oMiand. 

This situ all on ia especially evident with regard to 
university retiidetutet]* While it is txue that many of the 
students at uuiversity are under that arbitrary age that 
separates the men from the boys, the girls^ from the women, 
it is nut true that for this reason these people need to have 
their hands held^ their noses wiped, and their heads patted. 
Some administrators in our own univeraity vehemently deny 
that they feel the necessity to coddle their charges. In fact, 
they »ay, sink or swim. Hence the one>shot| do-or*die, now- 
or*never kind of examination system wa are saddled with. 

Yet, and this contrast is a truly magnificent example 
of double-thinki they say, ''Drink ye not, for little do ye know 
of the Evils of alcohol, whereas we, in our wordly wisdom, 
DO know/' And again, *'Dnlly not with love and desire, 
for little do ye suspect the evils of THAT. Tut, tut/' 

It is unfortunate, more than unfortunate — tragic, that 
to be able really to 'come out of ignorance' at university one 
must live off-campus, Residence life should be, and in some 
cases, is the unique aspect of a university career* It is diffi- 
cult to imagine a situation in which large numbers of innulai- 
tive, maturing, and demanding people are living, thinking, 
and working together as they are in a university residence. 
Dut the strict, puritanical, laughable rules are insidious* 
They chafe most those who would profit most fi*om a spirit 
of freedom. 

Thus a modem university, especially If it Is a smatl 
one, affords true education only to those auper-th Inkers and 
super-individualists who are able to rise above strictures and 
binding smallnesses. These people are few In number, and, 
unfortunately, it does not appear to he the case^ tliat they 
stick around to become the people of power and authority 
in the academic world.

$5,000,000 Tower to Rise on Campus Site 



The raijor addition of a tower to 
the present library facUlUes will 
greatly Increase Uio usefulness of 
this complex both to the student 
abd to the administration which will 
use office tpvx In it. This project, 
the completion of which Is scheduled 
for 1967 - 1«8, wOt cost In the 
neighborhood of $5,000,000. It wlU 
contain facilities for the Ubraiy it- 
self. Including Increased book stop 
igs room, reading rooms, music 
listening rooms, and rooms where 
non - circulating boolcs and materi- 
als may be studied. As a library is 
the centre of a university, this will 
be the most important addition that 
could be made to Laurcntlan at this 
- time. We have ccrUinly gone a long 
way from lOU when the library 
facilities were located In the Sud- 
bury post office building. 
SGA WILI* BENEFIT 

Tlie presently intolerable condi- 
tion of the offices of Uio Students' 
Generol Association will be eased 
by this new tower. Provision hos 
been made for a ccrtnln amount of 
space to be devoted to tlie needs of 
our student government orgonlia- 
tlon. 

Simple arithmetic demonstrates 
'that the business of a projected 100 
working members of the SGA coun- 
cil and committees cannot bo car- 
ried on In tlie present location.

There will remain, o( 
course, a definite need for the sew 
centre, but Its size may not need 
to be as great as thought at first.

The president of a university 
is, naturally, entitled to as large 
and majestic an office, as many pri- 
vate waslwooms, and as many ante- 
rooms OS he wants. But some deep 
thinkers do not feel quite sure that 
the same applies to the rest of ad- 
mlnlstrotlon as well.

We at Laurentlon may rest as- 
sured that the now tower will be 
beautiful in the extreme. It may 
even come, wllh the passage of 
Umo, to rival the Big Nickel as a 
tourist attraction. Thousands will 
flock from Levack, Ottawa, Van- 
couver, Tibet, even as far away as 
Bracebridge to see our marvel. The 
lower (perhopa we should say The 
Tower) may. In time, even make 
us forget the unrequited carrlllou.

I'd also like to congratulate you 
OQ your approach to what I consi- 
der a very sticky problem, educa- 
tion. ^ ^ 
Convlnchig our dedicated church- 
men to keep up the respondbUlty 
of fUUng teaching positions on re- 
serve schools requires sheer talent 
la this day and age. What tremen- 
dous bul^t you have to realize that, 
not only can they educate the In- 
dians in the schools, but they can 
also educate them in church I A defi- 
nite aU - nuod educated outlook on 
life Is essential for these people. Of 
course, you deserve a pat on the 
back for the skUl exhibited la cut- 
ting down on the Federal i^)endlng 
by not having to pay the wages o( 
regular teachers. Very shrewd, In- 
deedl 

I would lUte to make a sugges- 
tion here so that you may t>e able to 
stem the recent criticism that In- 
dians are not given the freedom to 
their land and the money gained 
from th^ land. 

The Snake Island reservis, which 
Is controlled by the Georglna Island 
tribe has been leased to tourlsU for 
the past ao years. These lessees 
have tiad to pay only a paltry «W a 
season for each lot. I think It Is 
time that you did something to try 
to convert the rent money our gov< 
emroenU In Ottawa bava acbltrar- 



Uy received la the past and which 
you, in effect, also receive, into 
some tangible means to aid the In- 
dian. 

Ufa raise the rent to $420 a 
season I With this Increased yearly 
nnt we can set up a revolving loan 
system speclficaUy with the Indian 
In mind. By Instituting a revolving 
loan system, the IwUans will reaUze 
that we're fordng Uiem to stand on 
their own two feet You agree we 
must crush the Idea that the ladlaas 
have that they ore gettlog some- 
thing for free. Thus, the revolving 
loan aystem which wUl be suited 
entirdy from their own funds, will 
give them the needed booat to begin 
work to finance Industrial or private 
busbMS schemes that they may 
have in mind. 

Of course I don't suggest that we 
sink idl the rent money into the 
system. Certainly notl The money 
left over from a moderate starting 
level In the loan system can be in- 
vested with the Indian's best Inter- 
ests In mhid. And the return on their 
Invested dollar can be sunk back 
bio Uie revolving fund. In this way 
we'U institute ona'of the largest 
funds the Indian has ever seen. Not 
only that but we will be able to af- 
ford the most competent and well- 
trained staff in North America. 
Ihese people, working with the In- 
dian, can teach him. how to set up 
economically successful bu^nesses. 
Thdr wages wUl ,ba paid ttaturaUy 
(rem the loan «ystem. And U any- 
tUng shoul4r8o WTOngi'we can. al- 
ways reach backwarda and take out 
a loan from the In^an Tnut Fund. 
In any event, the Insane will be 
able to use thehr money conatmc- 
Uvely, and working band in band 
with them will be siome of our fore- 



most financial wizards in the country. 
Finally, I'd like to commend you 
on your Stirling decision to separate 
the Department of Indian Affairs and 
the Department of dtteenshlp and 
Immlgratkin. I think the Ume has 
arrived that policies in Canoda have 
broadened enough to centre suffi- 
cient thought and regulation con- 
cerning our ever - Increasing Immi- 
grant popidaUon. And sbiee the De- 
partment of Indian Affairs b^s 
been jdaced with the Department of 
Northern Affairs, we can now ad- 
minister the affairs of the North 
with a constant remelnder that we 
must Include the best interests of 
our Indians. 

It la evident, therefore, that 
since you have made a definite at- 
tempt to administer the North by a 
federal minister, the. Indians, least 
of all. will benefit because o( their 
relation and proximity' to the north- 
em aftaira. In the past, how much 
attention could we focus on eiUier 
the Indians or Immigrants when 
there are obviously no cultural or 
administrative dmllariUes? 

Now under the administration of a 
minister who understands and wUl 
regulate the North, the status o( the 
Indian will Increase at such a rate 
paralleled only by our fast rising 
northern devebpments. 

I'm certain that our Immigrants 
wUl apprecUte this and In this way 
you have assured Canada a constant 
flow ol Immigration appUcattons, es- 
pecially for our North. Tberfffore, I 
wonder If you would explore Uw po*- 
albUiUei of an ambitkHU young aide 
In your government bdng removed 
from northern affairs to the de- 
partment of immigratlont
